Long 
Beach, Los Angeles, Fullerton, Pasa- 
dena, and Chaffey are managing to 
pull through the season, by virtue of 
their winning teams. 

In a recent letter to Coach Clyde 
Cook, college baseball mentor, H. E. 
Wilson, commissioner of men’s ath- 
letics of the jaycee conference, of- 
fered his regrets to Santa Ana that 
they, by reason of the recent ruling 
on night and college ball, were forced 
to discontinue their schedule. Mr. 
Wilson added that it was his personal 
opinion that night ball would replace 
<.e present baseball in the confer- 
ence, and that he was going to take 
up the question at the next meeting. 

Well, there are arguments on both 
sides of that idea, BUT, it is clearly 
evident jhat night ball IS interfering 
with baseball, and something MUST 
be done about it. Night ball couldn’t 
be much more of a losing proposition 
than baseball is now. But, if Mr. 
Wilson’s idea should happen to be 
put in, the many town teams would 
again be in opposition. Here in Santa 
Ana there: are. eleven night ball 
teams, The big problem—What is go- 
ing to become of baseball?

Discus—Hapes, who has tossed the 
platter 123 feet while at Garden 
Grove high. 

Shot—Hapes, who has been tossing 
the 12 pound shot around 46 feet all 
last season. 

Low hurdles—Reboin, who has got 
under 25 seconds several times while 
at Santa Ana high, Damley and Sea- 
cord. 

High hurdles—Reboin, who has 
been running under 16 seconds all 
season, Darnley and Seacord, with 
several 16 flat performances. And, 
remember most of these marks are 
their high school marks. They will 
improve with another year’s exper- 
ience. 

In the A. S. J. C. office in a glass 
case, rests a big silver football with 
the words, “SANTA ANA, 1929”. It 
represents the efforts of Coach Cook, 
and his great 1929 football team. 
Coach Cook has a squad of men out 
working right now, and their ultimate 
aim is “SANTA ANA, 1930”. It may 
seem rather optimistic, but maybe—. 

I understand some of these ‘Be- 
lieve it or not’’, or “Sport Miracles” 
authors have used the Fullerton- 
Santa Ana football game of last sea- 
son, and rightfully it could be used. 
Not very often has a college confer- 
ence football title been won on the 
last play of the game. I have also 
noticed that Bob Edgren used the 
Long Beach-Santa Monica _ track 
meet, which the Vikings won 127 1-3 
to 3 2-3 in his “Sport Miracles’’. 
Both are striking examples of sport 
miracles, and have happened right 
here under our eyes.
